PARIS, March 16. — (2) — 
Britain’s promise to take concerted 
naval action with France in the 
Mediterranean if France’s North 
African communications are 
threatened by Italian and German 
forces in Spain was laid before the 
French cabinet tonight by Premier 
Leon Blum. 


The premier told the ministers 
that in return for the British 
pledge, France had agreed to keep 
her frontier with government 
Spain closed to men and mu- 
nitions 

Previously Blum had sent an 
urgent appeal to Britain’s Prime 
Minister Chamberlain to join in an 
immediate effort to bring about an 
armistice in Spain. 

Would Aid Spain. 

French officials had said that 
unless Britain joined at once in 
such an effort France would have 
“no alternative” but to open her 
frontier to aid for the hard beset 
Spanish government. 

Indications that government ar- 
mies had stopped the Insurgent 
drive toward the Mediterranean, at 
least temporarily, were cited by 
the French premier as justification 
for France keeping her frontier 
shut. 

Barcelona, the Loyalist capital, 
was subjected to a three-hour 
aerial bombardment tonight as In- 
surgents learned of the French 
agreement to stay out of Spain. 

France’s war fears reached the

grave threat to French security.

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UNLESS, A MIRACLE— 

War drums sound across the frontiers of 
Europe. The chieftains call their fighting men 
and armies stand, menacing, in battle array. 
The world trembles on the brink of horror and 
the instruments of death hover, on sable 
pinions, over the helpless innocents who await 
the sacrifice. 

Never has the outlook for the world been 
more dark. Even in the days of 1914 the black 
clouds did not gather with such direful por- 
tent. The World War then came more sud- 
denly, the suspense did not hang, so long, like 
Damocles’ sword, over the world. 

Every peaceful artifice of man has been in 
vain. War looms certain, unless a miracle 
occurs. 

There is One to Whom all things are pos- 
sible. He Who sees the sparrow’s fall yet holds 
in His hands the destiny of man. It may be, 
in the inscrutable wisdom of God, that man- 
kind must pass through another purge of war. 
It may be that world conflict is according to 
the Divine’ plan. 


But it may be that the miracle shall come 


to pass, that the passions of power-drunk dic- 
tators shall be curbed, that the rivalries of the 
nations shall be satisfied in peace. 

Unless that miracle comes, however, another 
day of Armageddon is near. 

Once again it is Germany which forces the 
issue. The spirit of conquest stirs anew in the 
Teutonic race. This time it is Hitler who holds 
the gun to the heart of the world. Whether 
leadership be vested in hereditary monarch or 
in a dictator risen from obscurity, the menace 
is the same. 

Study of the European situation reveals 
scant reason for hope. There are, it is true, 
many question marks, but they are puzzles of 
procedure rather than avenues to peace. 

Look at the map: 

In Spain the Insurgents, aided by the forces 
of Germany and Italy, have practically driven 
the Loyalists to their knees. Unless France in- 
tervenes, rout of the government arms seems 
inevitable. 

France, however, is massing troops beyond 
the Pyrenees. The reason is obvious. If Gen- 
eral Franco wins in Spain, it means Mussolini 
or Hitler will control that nation. Then, in case 
of a war alliance of Germany and Italy, against 
France, the French armies would have a new 
frontier to defend, their southern border, as 
well as the German line. 

Britain could not, under any consideration, 
permit Mussolini to take Spain and, with it, 
control of Gibraltar and the Mediterranean. 
His hand would then be ready, at any time, to 
throttle the lifeline of the British Empire. He 
would be in position to exact a tribute on world 
commerce too high to contemplate. 

Germany has swallowed Austria, as com- 
pletely as a python engorges its helpless prey. 
But all the world asks why? Austria itself is 
not a rich country. Some natural resources, 
such as lumber and grain, may lessen, to some 
extent, present stringencies within the: Reich. 
But the country is circumscribed, limited in re- 
sources, but a remnant of the once proud do- 
main of the Hapsburgs. It is barely self-sup- 
porting and, in the long run, may be more of 
a responsibility than an asset. , 

But Austria is the road to other, and more 
valuable, assets. Beyond Austria lies Czecho- 
Slovakia, industrially and agriculturally rich. 
Beyond Austria lies Hungary, with its grain; 
Rumania with its oil. And beyond them all lies 
the Ukraine, the granary of Europe. 

Through Austria, ;too, is the road to Italy 
and the Tyrol, via the Brenner Pass. German 
sentiment still looks longingly at the Tyrol, 
which was part of Austria before the World 
War but which, when the map of Europe was 
redrawn after that war, came under the Italian 
flag. 

Germany and Italy are presumed to have a 
secret military understanding, two dictator- 
ships working hand in hand. Yet Italian hearts 
must know unease as they realfze that the guns 
of a foreign power, ostensible friend or poten- 
tial foe, command the Brenner Pass. 


Neither France, Britain nor Russia can per- 
mit Germany to go too far. If Hitler moves 
further, it is inevitable that the armics and 
fleets of France, Britain and Russia will call 


halt. Russia and France are already com- 
mitted by treaty to protect the independence of 
Czechoslovakia. England could not fail to join 
them, first because the island kingdom would 
be doomed if German power became too great 
and, secondly, berause England must, for 
friendship and for her own sake, back France. 
A triumphant Germany in Europe would mean, 
without equivocation, that Berlin would rule 
Britannia. 

Under that alignment, Britain, France and 
Russia against Germany, where would Italy 
stand? Will the black shirts of Fascism act 
together with the brown-shirted Nazis, or will 
Ill Duce see that his wisest course is friendship 
with Britain, the ancient mistress of the seas? 

Or perhaps, will an Italian dictator fear too 
great power in the hands of another dictator 
at Berlin? 

What of America? If Armageddon comes, 
can the United States withdraw unto herself 
and remain isolated among the warring nations 
of the world? Theoretically, yes. This nation 
can live within an iron ring that quarantines 
from all contact with the outside world. It 
can be self-sufficient. 

But, in actuality, the hope of isolation is 
but a dream. Human sympathies, public opin- 
ion, commercial interests and future safety will 
all draw America into the struggle. Not at the 
beginning, but before the issue is finally de- 
cided, it is inevitable that this nation will be 
involved. The modern world is too closely link- 
ed, modern man lives in too close touch with 
all the world, for any great power to remain 
aloof from a struggle which may well spell 
doom for civilization as we of today under- 
stand it. 

The only answer, if war impends, is proper 
preparation, 

The clashing ideologies of democracy and 
dictatorship have been for years approaching 
the final test. Today they are racing, fast, to- 
ward the climax. : 

Men and nations who love freedom must 
gird themselves to fight if peace and brother- 
hood, if equality, fraternity and liberty, are 
not to perish from the earth. 

Unless, a miracle—— 


A DEMOCRAT IN OFFICE 

Induction into office as foreign minister of 
Brazil of Oswaldo Aranha is a heartening break 
in the clouds which have threatened to ob- 
scure democracy in this largest of South Amer- 
ican countries. His selection marks a definite 
turn from the Fascist ideology indicated in the 
seizure of power by President Getulio Vargas in 
a coup d’etat last November 10. 

Immediately following the Vargas coup, 
Aranha left his post as ambassador to the Unit- 
ed States in Washington and returned to Brazil. 
Only a few days before he had said in a speech 
at Cleveland that Brazil would never swerve 
from the course set 43 years ago when the re- 
public was founded. His return to Rio de Ja- 
neiro was considered a protest against certain 
features of the regime. 

One of the strong men of his country, and 
an organizer of the revolution that swept Var- 
gas into power in 1930, Aranha is a firm friend 
of the United States. During his three years in 
Washington he became one of the most popu- 
lar members of the diplomatic corps. Reaction 
in the capital of the United States is that his 
appointment as foreign minister should shatter 
suspicions of a Fascist trend of the Vargas 
regime. It is considered unthinkable that 
Aranha would accept the post under a Fascist 
government. “ty 

His appointment is particularly fortunate at 
this time, since he will have control of nego- 
tiation of the new German-Brazilian trade 
pact, a document which expired July 1, 1936, 
but which has been continued since on an in- 
definite basis. The German reich has recently 
been seeking a new agreement and, since Aran- 
ha considered the old pact unfair to the United 
States, it appears probable this country will 
benefit. Germany trades on subsidized exports 
and compensated marks and on this basis 
Americans have not been able to compete. Ger- 
man goods cutting heavily into American ship- 
ments have been typewriters, electric refrigera- 
tors, automobile tires, machinery and office 
equipment. 

Aranha’s assumption of office is more im- 
portant, though, in its implication that Brazil 
will eventually break away completely from the 
ranks of the five South American countries 
which admittedly are not democratic. Still op- 
erated under strong dictatorships, which are 
military rather than personal, are Ecuador, 
Peru, Bolivia and Paraguay. Uruguay and Ven- 
ezuela are in fact personal regimes, although 
avowedly democratic; Argentina and Chile op- 
erate under governments based on the formally 
expressed will of the people, while Colombia is 
a liberal democracy.

When the Dominion’s fiscal year ends on 
March 31 there will be a surplus in the treasury 
at Ottawa which current estimates place at ap- 
proximately $5,000,000. ; 

Canada experienced the same “hard times’ 
following the crash of 1929, as the United States 
did, and it had to spend money on unemployment 
relief, to meet increased deficits of the Canadian 
National Railways and to foot other extraordi- 
nary expenditures due to the depression, all in 
the face of declining revenues. : 

Then conditions began to improve across the 
border. 

And, finally, the Hon. Mr. Dunning, finance 
minister, who has never taken his eye off the 
goal of a balanced budget, finds himself in a po- 
sition to announce that the Dominion’s revenue 
more than covers its expenditures.

contemplated by the SEC. An elaborate long-term inspection pro- 
gram, modeled on the bank examiners’<system, is being prepared.

WHITNEY TRAGEDY After all their bitter disagreements with 
t 


he stock exchanges, after years of 
hating Mr. Whitney as their leading and most influential enemy, 
the officials of the SEC might have been expected to take the Whit- 
ney failure as the proof of their worst suspicions. Instead, they 
have realized its tragedy almost as fully as Mr. Whitney’s former 
friends and associates, whose distress makes Wall Street the gloom- 
iest place in America. 

Strangely enough, Mr. Whitney’s failure seems to have brought 
the stock exchange people and SEC officials closer together than 
they have ever been. SEC officials are watching with friendly in- 
terest and approval the move already on foot among leading ex- 
change members to make up the deficiencies in the trust funds, 
the securities of which were pledged by Mr. Whitney. 

There is little doubt that these deficiéncies will be met in some 
fashion. Under ordinary circumstances, Mr. Whitney’s brother, 
George, and other members of his family might have been ex- 
pected to find the money to clear up the situation. But it is re- 
ported that, before he went under, Mr. Whitney borrowed large 
sums from his family, as well as from a number of his close friends. 

Due to the character of the case, these friends and relatives were 
unable to save him from the final collapse, and now it may be that, 
having lost so much by Mr. Whitney’s failure already, they will not 
be in a position to put up still more money. Thus, the other stock 
exchange leaders are understood to be standing by to do what- 


ever may seem wise and proper. 


SAD COINCIDENCE Mr. Whitney’s failure is the first among 


stock exchange firms since October, 1934, 
and, even in the worst days of the 1929 panic, the percentage of 
brokerage houses which went under was exceedingly small, as com- 
pared, for example, with the percentage of bank failures. This was, 
naturally, the reason why the SEC failed in the first instance to de- 
mand strict financial publicity from the brokers. 

Curiously enough, the scheme to make brokerage firms publish 
semiannual financial statements was mooted once before, when 
Joseph P. Kennedy was SEC chairman. Then it was Mr. Whitney 
who came to Washington, as the leading figure in the exchange, to 
oppose the rule. His argument, that a brokerage house’s financial 
statement as of July 1 would mean nothing on July 2, still has 
force, and, if the SEC fails to adopt the proposed rule, will be the 
explanation of the SEC decision. 


FUTURE REPERCUSSIONS Since Mr. Whitney was the un- 


questioned general of the stock 
exchange old guard, his failure is bound.to mean much more than 
the mere adoption of the publicity rule. It will mean that the 
other members of the old guard, who worked with Mr. Whitney to 
block the SEC’s regulation program, will be powerless to oppose 
the exchange’s more liberal members. 

There is little doubt that, since the Whitney failure, the pro- 
posed reorganization of the stock exchange will go through with- 
out further ado. Moreover, it seems probable that, in the altered 
balance of forces, an exchange president more agreeable to the 
administration than any so far considered will be docilely selected 
And, in general, the SEC and the New Deal will

Reds themselves allow to nobody 
who disagrees with them. 

Why not bait Reds? Out of 
sheer carelessness a superstition 
has been allowed to grow to the 
size of a robust principle that of 
all the political elements in this 
country the Reds alone must be 
treated with special courtesy and 
that it is unaAmerican and a mark 
of gross ignorance to criticise 
those whose sole purpose and con- 
stant effort is to install here the 
bloody terror of Moscow. 

The favorite attack of the Reds 
themselves, which they have made 
popular even with persons who 
are not Reds but only want to be 
fair, is to assert that the Red-bait- 
er is a polftical bigot who reck- 
lessly flogs Liberals and Socialists 
in his sweeping denunciations of 
the bolos. 

I will grant that this has been 
known to happen, with the stipu- 
lation, however, that many Lib- 
erals and Socialists keep very bad 
company and that many Reds, 
wise in the uses of protective col- 
oration, pretend to be Liberals and 
Socialists, But, considering that 
the Reds despise the Liberal and 
Socialist, their concern for these 
elements obviously is false. Since 
when have they been so solicitous 
for Liberals and Socialists? They 
bait Liberals and Socialists them- 
selves. 

On the other hand, the Reds 
are notoriously careless in their 
generalizations, for to them every- 
one who is not a red, or pink 
enough to be useful as a decoy, is 
a Fascist. They violently abuse as 
Fascists many ordinary Demo- 
crats and Republicans whose de- 
testation of Fascism is known to 
be as fierce as their hatred of the 
Moscow horror. 


American Habit Yet, thanks to 


the American 
Of Acceptance. habit of ac- 


cefting ideas without examination, 
they have enjoyed the benefit of 
a tradition that Red-baiting is be- 
neath the political chivalry of true 
Americans. Our papers, even the 
most conservative, often have ut- 
tered self-conscious denials of any 
such intention when, in decent 
loyalty to their principles, they 
should have ripped and slashed 
the Reds with the same _ loose- 
jointed abandon that the bolos 
use against all and sundry. 

Chicago and Los Angeles, in the 
Tribune and the Times, respec- 
tively, possess two of the most in- 
temperate and highly colored re- 
actionary papers in the country, 
but they are models of calm and 
patient fairness by comparison 
with the least vicious of the Red 
publications. 

Direct controversy is avoid- 
ed in respect for ex-Senator Jim 
Watson’s quaint but indisputable 
dictum that nobody ever won a 
personal contest with a _ skunk. 
That is one reason why Red-bait- 
ing should be avoided, but it is a 
purely personal and not very noble 
one, and it certainly is not bind- 
ing on anyone who wants to take 
the risk.

In it are publish- 
ed propaganda articles for the busi- 
ness and also fiction by the lead- 
ing writers of Sweden. From that 
beginning the firm went into oth- 
er fields and now publishes many 
books by leading economists of all 
nations and also some _ popular 
fiction. 

We saw the school, three large 
'mansions bought from one of 
Sweden’s most wealthy men and 
| transformed into a school for co- 
operatives. There come _ all the 
workers from _ the co-operative 
stores, learning how to keep a 
shop, learning display, advertis- 
ing, merchandising. They come at 
the expense of the co-operative 
and go through schooling. From 
these schools come the promotions. 

The “Konsum” shops look so 
much like our own smart grocery 
shops of America that only the 
sign is different.

They 
had a virgin field. Today the chain 
store is developing under private 
ownership. No one, before the co- 
operatives, had tried modern mar- 
keting in food. 

Co-operatives are inevitably tied 
in, as far as support goes, with 
the trade unions. Only in Denmark 
are the co-operatives a farmers’ 
organization. 

They have held, as have the 
chain stores in America, to the 
cash and carry plan. They do 
all the business but about 12 to 14 
per cent of the retail business in 
Scandinavia. This, of course, re- 
fers only to the consumer co- 
operative unions and not to the 
farmers’ co-operatives with their 
bacon, milk and meat centrals. 

And conservative England, 
where they began, has more than 
the rest of the world put together. 
There are almost 8,000,000 mem- 
bers in Great Britain and the co- 
operative trade of the consumer 
co-operatives is 12 per cent of the 
total retail trade of Great Britain. 
PRIVATE BUSINESS 
INCREASES IN ALL 

Private business continues to 
increase in all co-operative coun- 
tries. During the period of co- 
operative growth in Sweden, for 
instance, the number of private 
business firms has increased 100 
per cent. — 

Merchandising has 
proved and perfected by co-opera- 
tives in Europe but the standards 
are not as high, in the food stores 
for instance, as in the chain food 
stores in America. Cellophane 
wraps, for instnace, are just be- 
ginning to be employed. 

It has been progressive but it 
has created nothing new. Co- 
operation, I think, is a state of 
mind. It grows slowly. It comes 
because a need is felt for it. 

As for America—apparently 
there has been no need in the 
minds of the people of the in- 
come class who have made those 
in Europe. The consumer co- 
operative officials frankly say 
they see small chance for con- 
'sumer co-operative development 
‘in America. 

Thus far this has been an at- 
tempt to tell the story, as briefly 
as possible, of what has happened 
in Sweden. I would close with a 
personal observation which is that 
in America the farmers, and es- 
pecially those who are being res- 
cued from the tenant class and 
given a new start in life, are 
those with the greatest claim to a 
need for some sort of co-operative 
'plan for marketing their products.

THRU THE PAINTER’S HANDS. 

Curious contributions featured 
in recent issue of the Journal A. 
M. A., purports to furnish “proof” 
that various volatile oils, potent 
alkaloids such as morphine, stry- 
chnine, quinine, atropine, pilocar- 
pine, cocaine and nicotine are ab- 
sorbed through the unbroken skin. 
The contribution fails to reveal 
just what the evidence or “proof” 
is—probably the dimwit medical 
profession will accept the thing as 
“proved” on the mere say-so of 
the Pooh-Bah and his yes-men. So 
far as the article indicates, the 
“proof” consists in the fact that 
the experimenter was able to find 
some of the substances mentioned 
present in the urine after they had 
been applied to the skin of the test 
animal. 


We have known for many years 
that certain volatile substances are 
readily demonstrated in the urine 
after the substance, say iodin, has 
been applied to the skin. But that 
is by no means good evidence that 
the substance has been absorbed 
through the skin. We have known 
for many years that it is not dif- 
ficult to poison a person with 
mercury by applying mercury 
ointment to the skin in consider- 
able excess and not washing it 
away for a day or two. Neither 


is that proof that mercury is ab-| 
sorbed through the skin.

Rail bonds 
joined the slide in face of the 
White House conference on the 
industry’s problems. 

Transfers mounted to 1,023,500 
shares, the largest since February 
23, from 760,220 the previous ses- 
sion. The Associated Press com- 
posite price of 60 stocks was off 
$1.60 at$42.20. Only a small mar- 
gin separated it from the 1938 
bottom. 

A wide decline in Holland guild- 
ers and weakness in other foreign 
currencies, together with heavy 
selling of securities in London, 
Amsterdam and Paris, kept the 
financial focus on European 
events. 

Rumors of impending develop- 
ments, mostly inspired by the 
weakening of Loyalist forces in 
Spain and apprehension the 
French would become more deeply 
involved in the aftermath of the 
Nazi coup in Austria, contributed 
to nervousness in speculative cir- 
cles. Increased selling from abroad 
to obtain cash was reported by 
Wall Street brokers. The fall in 
European markets echoed in fur-

NEW YORK, March 16.—In 
every great crisis, national or in- 
ternational, the normal impulse of 
capital is to seek liquidity. 

Securities are: sold regardless of 
their intrinsic merit, outstanding 
commitments are retired at a loss 
if necessary, currencies of doubt- 
ful status are exchanged for oth- 
ers apparently more secure when- 
ever that is possible, and all the 
capitalist’s affairs are put in shape 
to weather the storm. That is 
what is going on in Europe today 
and its repercussions are felt in 
America. 

Capitalist Mind Acts. 

It is not an illogical procedure. 
One can always reacquire securi- 
ties when the clouds lift. If more 
has to be paid for them, it is cheap 
insurance. That is the .way the 
capitalist mind acts. So when the 
war threat becomes more menac- 
ing, the franc, the guilder, the 
pound sterling and all the rest are 
turned into dollars and the dollars 
held intact on this. side. If the 
crisis passes, the refugee capital 
is repatriated and world markets 
return to normal. That phase is 
not yet in evidence. 


The greater the alarm, the 
greater the haste to liquidate and 
the more costly the insurance, for 
liquidation can only be effected 
when there are buyers to unload 
upon. As far as the currencies go, 
the various. stabilization funds 
ease the way. They cannot indefi- 
nitely combat a trend, but they 
can hold it within limits for the 
time being. This week has wit- 
nessed a headlong rush to acquire 
dollars, with a rapid depreciation 
of other currency units, but with 
intermediate rallies, as for exam- 
ple in the dollar value of the 
French franc, resulting from these 
steadying operations of the con- 
trol funds. 

In such situations, outside spec- 
ulative support sometimes come to 
the rescue, but that takes cash 
and courage as well as informa- 
tion. There is the old story of the 
founder of the House of Roths- 
child, a name once more in the 
day’s news, who, in the dark 
times of the French revolution, 
when asked what he was buying, 
said he was buying French francs. 
“But, my lord,” the questioner 
objected, “the streets of Paris are 
running with blood.” And then 
the reply, “That’s why I am buy- 
ing them.” There are few to play 
that part now.

WASHINGTON, March 16.—() 
Wendell L. Willkie, utility execu- 
tive, and David E. Lilienthal, pow- 
er director uf TVA, went through 
the preliminaries of driving a bar- 
gain for government purchase of 
private-owned power faciilties in 
the TVA area today. .

enabling municipalities in the TVA 
area to install their own power 
facilities regardles~ of the fact that 
the area already is served by com- 
panies of the sprawling Common- 
wealth and Southern Corporation, 
of which Willkie is president. The 
prospect of such competition got 
negotiations for the sale of the 
privately-owned utility companies 
going in short order. 

Meanwhile, the question of what 
may happen to the Tenressee Val- 
ley Authority under the adminis- 
tration’s reorganization measure 
became today a subject of senate 
debate. 

Senator Norris, Independent, Ne- 
braska, father of the ‘valley de- 
velopment, declared the fears of 
some senators about the fate of 
various executive agencies were 
unfounded.

AKLAVIK, N. W. T., March 16. 
(By Wireless)—On Monday we 
completed the longest flight we 
have yet made in our search for 
Sigismund Levanevsky and his, 
five companions who were lost | 
last August during a flight from 
Moscow to Fairbanks, Alaska. 


Starting from Aklavik at 7:30 
a. m., we flew north by east 1,325 
miles to reach latitude 87 n., 
longitude 90 w., a point within 
200 miles of the pole. With the 
exception of a few miles near lati- 
tude 80 on the outward course, 
visibility was good, and, even at 
latitude 80 n., we could see the 
ice although conditions were 
somewhat hazy. 

It was the most satisfactory 
flight from the point of view of 
observation that we have made in 
the whole record of our search, 
for, on all other flights, we either 
were turned, back by clouds, or 
observation was seriously inter- 
ferred with by fog and haze, 

The last two hours of Monday’s 
flight was also the most hazardous 
of our experience. Clouds blank- 
eted Aklavik and all but the high- 


est mountain peaks in the neigh- 


through the clouds to a safe land- 
ing on the narrow river. Within 
25 miles of our base, the moun- 
tains range to 5,000 feet. 
Both our radio aids to naviga-

Brazil Is Still Firm Against 
Permitting Foreign 
Activities. 


RIO DE JANEIRO, March 16.—
